19.—The dis­ 
tribution of National guard troops 
was announeed by the war depart­ 
ment today. 
Troops 
from 
twelve 
states of the middlewest and north­ 
ern states 
are to he 
sent 
to the 
southern department in camps along 
the border. 
Indian's is in eluded in the Sev­ 
enteenth Division with Kentucky un­ 
der the southeastern department. 
The central and northern 
states 
are being sent to the southern de­ 
partment to avoid the cold weather 
of the north and to serve as border 
patrols and to relieve 
the regulars 
who will go with Pershing’s expedi­ 
tion to France. 
Announcement of the 
order fol­ 
lowed signing of the selective draft 
war army bill by the President and 
the issfling of a statement that, un­ 
der advice of military experts 
on 
both sides >of the water, iie could 
not employ 
rolnrftCers 
nor 
avail 
himeslf of the “fine vigor and en­ 
thusiasm” 
of 
former 
President 
Roosevelt for the expedition. 
The army law 
provided for an 
ultimate 
force of 
approximately 
2,000,000 men to back up the first 
troops to go to the front. When the 
bill had been sjgned, the President 
affixed bis name to a proclamation 
calling upon all men in the country 
between the ages of 21 and 30, in­ 
clusive, to register 
themselves 
for 
military service on June 5 next. The 
proclamation sets in motion imme­ 
diately machinery 
that 
will enroll 
and sift 10,000,000 men 
and pave 
the way for the selection of the first 
500,000 
young, 
efficient 
soldiers 
without crippling the industries 
or 
commerce of the nation or bringing 
hardship on those at home. 
Even before 
the bill was signed, 
the War Department announced that 
the full strength 
of the 
National 
Guard would 
he drafted 
into the 
United States Army, beginning July 
15 and concluding Aug 5. Orders to 
bring the regiments 
to 
full 
war 
strength immediately 
accompanied 
the notification sent 
to all 
Gover­ 
nors. 
A minimum of 329,000 fight­ 
ing men will be brought to the col­ 
ors under those orders, supplement­ 
ing the 293.000 regulars who will be 
under arms by June 15.

000 was passed by the senate to­ 
day.

limited power 
in purchasing 
and 
construction of merchant ships. 
Both house^ of congress approved 
a conference report increasing 
the 
navy from 87,000 men 
to 150.000 
and the marine corps from 17,400 to 
JO,000. 
The bill provided 
increase 
in salary so that 
enlisted men in 
these branches will 
receive 
about 
$30 a month, the same as paid to 
enlisted men in the army under the 
selective service bill. 
Creation of a United States com­ 
mission of industry 
with sweeping 
power to fix wages 
and hour* of 
labor 
of 
employes 
in 
interstate 
transportation and designed to elim­ 
inate strikes and lockouts is pro­ 
vided in a hill presented to congress 
by the labor department. 
The commission, to he composted 
of nine members appointed by 
the 
president with consent of the senate, 
would have drastic power to inter­ 
vene in labor 
wars and 
establish 
equitable 
rights 
which 
would 
be 
maintained in force for three years.

Froid, Montana is located 660 miles | 
northwest of 
Minneapolis

On top of this mountain 
is the state survey stake. Here you 
can see down old “Sioux Pass” a 
distance of sixty miles. 
This 
was 
t'he trail of the old “Sioux Indians”. 
I was in a cave which was on the 
side of this 
mountain. 
Carved* in 
the 
walls o»f this 
cave are many 
names of old. 
I carved mine 
and 
that of Rushville so that they *will 
long b e among the others. 
(Improved land is selling here at 
from $10 to $40 an acre, and is the 
finest of land. 
The leading grains 
are flax, wheat, 
b arley, and 
oats. 
Potatoes are also 
raised yeilding 
largely to the acre. 
The crop put out b y the 
average 
farmer varies 
b etween 
400 to 700 
at'res. Few men put out as much as 
1400 acres and one I know who is 
putting out 3300 acres. 
To look b ack over history and see 
how our own county was settled and 
has steadily improved we cannot b ut

Many persons still buy milk be­ 
cause they want cream for coffee. 
After they have poured off the top 
of the milk too often the rest of the 
bottle goes to waste. 
Every time a 
cup of skim milk is thrown out 
the 
food situation becomes 
more ser­ 
ious. 
Skim milk is 
a 
rich 
food,( 
containing 
every 
ingredient 
of 
milk except 
the fat. It should be 
used in making puddings and gravies 
and after these needs are 
supplied 
every hit of the remainder should be 
made into cottage 
cheese. Clabber 
ind allow the milk to thicken to the 
consistency of thin jelly, then cut in 
to thin pieces the size of a walnut, 
and stir the curd thoroughly with a 
spoon. 
Place the broken curd in a kettle 
of hot water so as to raise the tem­ 
perature to 
100 degrees. 
Cook 
at 
that temperature for about 20 min­ 
utes, stirring vigorously for one min­ 
ute at five minute intervals. 
At the 
conclusion of the 
heating pour the 
curd and whey into a 
small cheese 
cloth bag and 
drain. 
After five or 
ten minutes 
work the curd 
toward 
the center with a spoon. Since there 
is some danger that the curd will be­ 
come too dry, draining should stop 
when the whey ceases to flow 
in a 
steady 
stream. 
The curd is 
then 
emptied from the bag 
until it be­ 


comes fine in grain, smooth 
and of 
¿he consistency of mashed potatoes. 
Sour or sweet cream may be 
added 
also, to 
increase the 
smoothness, 
palatability 
and flavor. 
Then it is 
salted 
according to taste, 
usually 
about one fourth ounce to a pound 
of curd.

Many persons still buy milk he- 


cause they want cream for 
coffee. 


After they have poured off the top 
of jfche milk too often the rest of the 
bottle goes to waste. Every time a 
«up of skim milk is thrown out the 
food situation becomes more ser- 
ious. 
Skim milk is a rich 
food, 


dontaining 
every 
ingredient 
of 


milk except the fat. It should be 
used in making puddings and gravies 
and after these needs are supplied 
every bit of the remainder should be 
made into cottage cheese. -Clabber 
and allow the milk to thicken to the 
consistency of thin jelly, then cut in 
to thin pieces the size of a walnut, 
and stir the curd thoroughly with a 
sp'qon. 


Place the broken curd in a kettle, 


of hot water so as to raise the tem-; 


perature'to 100 degrees. 
Cook at 


that temperature for about 20 min- 
utes, stirring vigorously for one min- 
ute at five minute intervals. At the 
conclusion of the heating pour the 
curd and "whey into a small eheese 
•cloth bag and drain. After five or 
ten minutes work the curd toward 
the center with a spoon. 'Since there 
is some danger that the curd will be- 
come too dry, draining should stop 
•when ithe whey ceases to flow in. a 
steady . stream. The curd is then 
emptied from the bag until it be- 
comes fine in grain, smooth and of 
,ihe consistency of mashed potatoes. 
Sour or sweet cream may be added 
also, to increase . the smoothness; 
palatability and flavor. Then it -is, 
salted 
according to taste, usually 


about one fourth ounce to a pound 
of 'curd.
